It was the second win 
for the filly and raised her earnings to 
$22.100. 

Bred by Mrs. John D. Hertz at Stoner 
Creek Farm. Miss Uppity was sold to 
A. B. Karsner. agent for the Monaghans, 
at the 1957 Keeneland summer sales. At 
$18.500. she was the least expensive of the 
6 *Nasrullah yearlings sold at auction in 
1957. and her price was $20.917 below 
the average for *Nasrullah’s get.

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NEWS OR NOT 


Come in, Junior 


The New York Racing Association has 
revoked its rule prohibiting minors from 
attending New York Thoroughbred tracks. 
Minors accompanied by adults will be 
admitted to Belmont Park, Jamaica, and 
Saratoga. John W. Hanes, president of 
the NYRA, said: 

“We are endeavoring to produce the 
finest Thoroughbred racing in the world. 
It is one of the finest sports that we have 
in this country, and it is now the leading 
spectator sport in the United States. It is 
a good, healthy, out-of-doors pastime in 
beautiful surroundings. I am unwilling to 
admit that it is in any way unhealthy for 
children. Ineed, if I felt any differently, 
I would not be connected with the en- 
terprise.” 

Of the 24 other states which have pari- 
mutuel tracks, 11 admit children. They 
are Kentucky, Illinois, California, Mary- 
land, Delaware, Ohio, Arkansas, Nebraska, 
Colorado, Washington, and New Mexico. 


Left Behind the Gate 


Just Like Me, a 3-year-old daughter of 
War Admiral—Tellmenow, by Menow. is 
having her troubles at the Detroit Race 
Course. Or maybe the DRC is having its 
troubles with Just Like Me. At any rate, 
Al Coffman reports, R. A. Lewis’ lightly 
raced filly has been entered twice, and the 
results on both occasions were highly un- 
orthodox. 

In the seventh race on June 4 Just 
Like Me paraded to the post with 7 other 
3-year-olds in a $7,500 claiming race. She 
dawdled behind the others, finally came 
to a stop. Apprentice Joe Trahan made 
futile attempts at persuasion. 

Starter John Morrissey’s crew loaded 
the horses in the gate. Morrissey never 
even noticed Just Like Me, standing about 
100 yards behind the gate. He looked 
over the field and pressed the button, 
and away they went. 

As the echo of the hoofs died away and 
Morrissey turned to climb down from his 
stand, he heard a yelling: “Hey, Mr. 
Morrissey, what about me?” It was Tra- 
han, still fighting to get Just Like Me to 
the gate. 

Morrissey’s face was red, but no redder 
than those of track officials who had to 
order a refund on all bets on Just Like 
Me. 

Trainer Raleigh Dees entered Just Like 


“Me in the seventh race on June 19 and sat 


back to see what would happen this time. 

Just Like Me went into the gate like a 
lady. Morrissey counted noses and there 
were 6, just as there should have been. 
Just Like Me broke on top, but gradually 
dropped back until she was last in the 


514-furlong sprint. She crossed the finish 
line without incident, but as she was being 
pulled up. Just Like Me dropped ker- 
plunk on the track, pinning jockey Frank 
Zehr underneath her. 

Bystanders rushed to help Zehr. In a 
few seconds they pulled him clear and 
Just Like Me decided to stand up again. 

“She must have stepped in a_ hole,” 
theorized trainer Dees back at the unsad- 
dling enclosure. 

“Hole. nothing!” Zehr said. “Damned 
thing just got tired and decided to sit 
down.” He limped into an ambulance. 
Zehr was back in time to ride in the last 
race, but he had to cancel his mounts the 
next day. 

“The filly just fell from exhaustion,” 
the stewards decided after talking with all 
parties except Just Like Me. 

Now everybody is wondering what will 
happen the next time Just Like Me gets 
in a race. 


Maisons-Laffitte Yearlings 


A list of the yearlings to be catalogued 
for the French yearling auction at Mai- 
sons-Laffitte on September 6 has been 
received in the offices of The Blood-Horse, 
and will be available for inspection until 
the catalogues have been published. 
Among the 133 yearlings are the Countess 
de Chambure’s Montecambrio, a colt by 
Sicambre out of the good mare Montenica, 
by Djebel, and Maurice Hennessy’s Le 
Mirage, a colt by Goyama out of *La 
Mirambule, by Coaraze. *La Mirambule, 
now owned by H. F. Guggenheim, was a 
top-flight race mare whose daughter La 
Malivoye suffered a fracture in the 1958 
Prix de Diane, for which she was favorite. 


Keith Carter in New Role 


Keith Carter, assistant general manager 
of Ak-Sar-Ben for the last 7 years, has 
resigned to become vice president and 
assistant general manager of the Samar- 
dick Company, Midwest armored car and 
private investigation firm. A graduate of 
the University of Nebraska, Carter was 
with the Federal Bureau of Investigation 
from 1941 until 1947, when he joined the 
Thoroughbred Racing Protective Bureau. 
He went to Ak-Sar-Ben as J. J. Isaacson’s 
assistant in 1951.

The Little Princess 


Oceanport. Happy Princess was led 
from her stall at Monmouth Park by 
stable foreman Max Bloom, who stands 
5 feet 4 inches, but had no difficulty look- 
ing over the mare’s withers. “I can’t say 
I tower over her, but you can see for 
yourself how tall she is,” Bloom said 
proudly, estimating at 14:3 the height of 
the “Giant Killer,” a term bestowed by 
admiring horsemen upon Happy Princess. 


Before the year has ended the 6-year-old 
daughter of *Princequillo is expected 
to be very much in the news. Happy 
Princess, which had just captured the 6- 
furlong Regret Handicap and five weeks 
earlier had annexed the Distaff Handicap, 
was slated to run in the Molly Pitcher 
Handicap on June 28, and she is a pos- 
sibility for the New Castle and Delaware 
Handicap. Trainer Gerald E. (Jay) 
Lewis, whose wife, Mabel, is the owner 
of the little mare, reveals that 1958 will 
be Happy Princess’ last season of competi- 
tion and that he has received offers from 
liorsemen in every section of the country. 


“Happy Princess has won about $135,000 
the hard way, and I feel certain that she 
will be an excellent producer,” Lewis 
said. “I’m anxious that whoever obtains 
her can provide the best stallions possible. 
And only the large outfits are in a position 
to afford her.” 

Though Happy Princess won the Inter- 
borough Handicap at 4, the Champlain 
at 5, and the Distaff and Regret in 1958, 
Lewis calls her “one of the most under- 
rated distaff performers in recent years, 
at least in the press.” 

“Every time she runs, nobody likes her,” 
said the 64-year-old native of Covington, 
Ky., who now makes his home in Miami, 
Fla. “This is her record against some of 
the top fillies and mares. She has met 
Amoret on 6 occasions, beating her 3 
times; defeated Levee twice in 2 attempts; 
finished in front of Searching 3 of 6 


times; split 4 decisions with Pucker Up; ° 


beat Rare Treat 4 out of 5 times; finished 
in front of Parlo the 2 times they met; 
defeated Flower Bowl the only time they 
hooked up; beat Blue Banner 3 of 4 times; 
finished in front of Myrtle’s Jet 6 times 
straight; Scansion, 6 out of 7; split 4

decisions with Venomous; defeated Nile 
Lily the only 2 times they met; finished 
ahead of Plotter and Lori-El on the only 
occasion she ran against them; split 2 de- 
cisions with Outer Space; and defeated 
Plucky Roman twice in 3 efforts.” 


The blocky little chestnut never got a 
decision over Princess Turia, Miz Clem- 
entine, or Amory L. Haskell’s Blue 
Sparkler. 

According to Lewis, who saw his first 
Kentucky Derby in 1908, the year Stone 
Street was the victor, and learned the 
fundamentals of horsemanship from Bob 
McGarvey and J. T. (Tommy) Taylor, 
credit for Happy Princess’ success be- 
longs to H. F. Guggenheim. “He breeds 
good horses,” said Lewis, who has had 
at least one racer in his care since 1914, 
excepting a 2-year period from 1948 to 
1950 when he temporarily retired because 
of ill health. 


“Mr. Guggenheim was making a place 
for some younger stock when Happy 
Princess was made available for purchase 
early in 1954 as an unraced 3-year-old. 
I'm told that at least 7 other trainers 
looked at Happy Princess before I bought 
her privately. Her size didn’t bother me. 
I was impressed by her breeding, of 
course. And, moreover, I knew her 
mother. I figured that I could win a 
maiden race, at the very least, and if 
then 1 wanted to sell her, I wouldn’t be 
out. 

“The first time I ran her was for a 
$3,500 claiming price at Gulfstream Park, 
and she was nowhere. She broke her 
maiden in a maiden allowance race at 


Garden State Park, and since then I’ve 
placed her in only one other claiming 
race, for $10,000, at the 1955 Hialeah 
meeting. 


“Another reason I obtained Happy 
Princess was that I believe one never 
finds the perfect horse. Happy Princess 
has been an unsound horse all her life. 
She has a bad left knee which nearly al- 
ways demands attention, and she has green 
osselets on her left ankle. 


“When she first appears on the race 
track, Happy Princess acts like an elderly 
person who is stiff and has to work 
out the soreness. Bui, other than that, 
nothing bothers her, and she always runs 
her heart out.” 

Lewis is hopeful that he can run her in 
the 114-mile Delaware Handicap. “After 
all, she will be meeting the same opposi- 
tion that she has encountered the past 2 
seasons. Despite the fact that she is hard 
to rate, I believe Happy Princess is 
capable of winning over a route; she cer- 
tainly is bred to run all day.” 

In last year’s Delaware Happy Princess 
suffered a serious injury which sidelined 
her for 7 months. While giving pursuit 
to Pucker Up around the club house 
turn, Happy Princess sprung a plate off 
her right fore foot. The plate hit the 
tendon on the left leg. She ran to the 
five-eighths-pole before the jockey began 
to pull her up. 

The 1958 Regret was the first stakes 
triumph for a Lewis-conditioned horse at 
Monmouth since Lookout Dice won the 
1946 running of the Lamplighter Handi- 
cap. At CapEaux 
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Calumet Farm’s A Glitter (left) outfinished Spar Maid to win the Coaching Club American Oaks on a sloppy track at 
Belmont Park. Craftiness was third, 9 lengths back. A Glitter’s granddam, Twilight Tear, won the filly classic in 1944.

"You'd Better Not Hit Her" 


New York. Any trainer but Jimmy 
Jones would have shuddered when he saw 
what was going on in the winner’s circle 
prior to the Coaching Club American 
Oaks at Belmont Park. Chris Schenkle. 
commentator on the weekly television race 
show, was discussing Tim Tam’s injury 
with Dr. William O. Reed, the veterinarian 
who had removed the portions of the 
shattered sesamoid bone. To do such a 
thing just prior to Calumet’s attempt to 
win the Oaks with A Glitter would have 
been heresy with many other trainers. 
Not so with Jimmy Jones. Superstition 
does not seem to play any part in his 
efficient yet easy-going make-up. “If she’s 
fast enough, she'll win,” said Jones. 

A Glitter did win the Oaks. but it was 
a long. hard struggle. which saw the 
daughter of *Khaled gain the lead high in 
the stretch, lose the advantage, and then 
gain it again for a half-length margin 
at the wire. 

The 42nd running of the 13g-mile Oaks 
was not one of its faster renewals. but 
the track was soggy from days of rain 
and A Glitter had no real chance to show 
her speed. She did have to supply cour- 
age. The handsome but haughty filly 
stayed off the pace for a mile and then 
moved easily to the leaders to assume 
command. Once in front, however, she 
never seemed sure of staying there. as 
Spar Maid’s repeated bids gained com- 
mand once and always threatened the 
issue. 

In both her allowance scores at Belmont 
A Glitter had switched her tail vigorously 
from the half-mile-pole home as though 
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she had been one of the old-style seaplanes 
with a pusher propeller. 


“She does that because she doesn’t want 
to be hit.” said Jones. “You can show 
her the whip to keep her going but you’d 
better not hit her because she'll stop as 
fast as she can start.” In the allowance 
races Ismael Valenzuela, who will be rid- 
ing as the first-string Calumet jockey in 
Chicago this summer, waved the whip. 
but he did not have to hit A Glitter. 

Valenzuela found himself in a predica- 
ment in the Oaks, when A Glitter, after 
being in fourth place for most of the 
journey, gained the lead high in the 
stretch. E. M. O’Brien’s Spar Maid, run- 


ning in her first stakes. came on again 


INDEX 
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and Valenzuela took the chance of hitting 
A Glitter. Jones’ prediction came true, 
and Spar Maid gained a momentary ad- 
vantage as A Glitter all but slowed to a 
walk. Valenzuela went back to a hard 
hand ride, and A Glitter quickly assumed 
the lead again and held it to the finish. 
She was not switching her tail but that 
may have been because it was braided 
up due to the mud. 

The choice for the Oaks, Brookmeade 
Stable’s Big Effort, had no action on the 
track and may not have liked being kept 
up with the leaders during the early part. 
In the one-mile Acorn, which she won by 
6 lengths. Big Effort smothered her field 
with one move in the final three-eighths. 

A Glitter’s victory retired the third 
Coaching Club American Oaks _ trophy, 
which needs three victories for possession. 
Calumet had asked for the cup after win- 
ning its third Oaks with Real Delight in 
1952, but Twilight Tear’s victory in 1944 
did not count in present cup competition 
as King Ranch had retired the second 
Oaks Cup with Scattered’s win in 1948. 
This time A Glitter made sure that the 
gold cup would join the many trophies in 
the Calumet barn and there was little 
doubt about the manner in which she 
accomplished her task.

MICHIGAN 
Ready-Made Horse 


Detroit. “Maybe I'll go in for breeding 
a few horses later on,” Detroit industrialist 
P. F. Ternes mused. “Right now I think 
the best way to build up my stable is to 
get ready-made horses from claiming 
races.” 
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Nobody was in a position to argue with 
Ternes at that moment. He had just left 
the winner’s circle at the Detroit Race 
Course after acknowledging the third 


straight victory by his 3-year-old colt 
Skeno (Bob’s Pick—Reno Stirrup. by 
Big Blaze). 


“I think the colt will go on and win 
over a route of ground, Mr. Ternes,” 
jockey Howard Craig observed, and imme- 
diately the owner began thinking of next 
month’s $50.000-added Michigan Mile. 
There was no question about Skeno’s 
sprinting ability. 

In his latest victory he had run 6 fur- 
longs over a slow, deep track in 1:11%5 
to win the $6,000 Bull Dog Purse by 8 
lengths over Counter Spy, which T. D. 
Buhl had haltered from the Wheatley 
Stable for $12,000 last winter. Earlier, 
Skeno had flashed 6 furlongs in 1:10 and 
followed up by setting a track record of 
1:0434 for 51% furlongs. 

“We make a good team, Jim Bartlett 
and I.” Ternes beamed. “Jim trains my 
horses. He knows all about conformation 
and physical condition. I study the horses’ 
form carefully and try to read between 
the lines of the past performances. I watch 
the horses when they run. 


“That’s how we managed to pick up 
Skeno for $5,500. I was down at Church- 
ill Downs for the Derby and I saw 
Skeno beat Dad’s Delight. I had bet on 
Dad’s Delight and Skeno just outgamed 
him in the drive, so I told Jim to get the 
horse, if he could, the next time out.” 

That was on April 30. Eight days later 
Skeno turned up in a $5,500 claiming race 
and Bartlett took him. Skeno won the 
race by 6 lengths in 1:10%5, and that was 
the last time he started in claiming com- 
pany. 

In his first race for Ternes, Skeno en- 
countered all kinds of trouble. Off poorly, 
he was blocked repeatedly and forced to 
take up, but still finished fourth, beaten 
3% lengths in 1:1014. 

Skeno is just one of a barnful of bar- 
gains that Terues has acquired by claim- 
ing. So far be has only 9 horses, but he 
intends to increase the stable to 15. 

“There’s Ancient Greek and Peggy’s 
Brandy,” Ternes began to enumerate. “We 
paid $6,000 for Ancient Greek and he’s 
won more than $20,000 for us. Peggy’s 
Brandy cost us $7,500 and he’s over 
$20,600, too.” 

Trainer Bartlett is doing well at the 
same game. Last year he took Uncle Pete 
for $2,500 and won $16,000, Barachel Bob 
for $2,000 and hauled down $12,000, and 
Clodhopper for $3,000 to win $20,000. 

“But we make some mistakes, too,” 
Ternes admitted. “Like King Shannon. 
We claimed him for $10,000 and got rid 
of him for $4,000. But one like Skeno 
helps us forget.” 

At CorFMAN 
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Eddie Schmidt (5) won his third successive stakes on June 21, wearing down 
How Now in the final furlong of the Inglewood Handicap to score by a nose. 
The winner is a 5-year-old horse by Count Speed, bred and owned by L. G. Burns. 


CALIFORNIA 


Ready Eddie 


Los ANGELES. When Eddie Schmidt, a 
home-grown product from Canoga Park 
in the heart of the sprawling San Fer- 
nando Valley, won the recent Golden 
State Breeders Handicap at Hollywood 
Park, most fans began considering him 
as a prime threat to take the Gold Cup. 
But there were some with reservations; 
they pointed out that the son of Count 
Speed had turned back only an average 
crop of home-breds and advised waiting 
until he met some of the better horses. 

Eddie didn’t keep them waiting long. 
Nine days later he took on the top hand- 
icap runners at Hollywood Park, and ran 
the biggest race of his life to win the 
Inglewood Handicap. Behind him at the 
end of a mile and a sixteenth in 1:4135 
were How Now, Social Climber, Porter- 
house, and *Seaneen, among others. Eddie 
Schmidt had carried 117 pounds, and 
turned in a masterful job. 

“Considering his weight, the class of 
horses he beat, and his excellent time, 
I'm sure this is the best race Eddie 
Schmidt has ever run,” said his proud 
owner and breeder, Col. L. G. (Bob) 
Burns. 

“He surprised me,” Col. Frank Carr. 
his trainer, admitted. “I didn’t know he 
was that good.” 

Eddie Schmidt gets into the Gold Cup 
with 110, but Burns and Carr, his military 
board of strategy, are quite willing to 
have him carry 112 in the 114-mile race. 
Eddie’s jockey, Alex Maese, ordinarily 


rides at 112. Unless *Gallant Man flies 
out for the Gold Cup, Eddie Schmidt is 
now the horse to beat in Hollywood Park’s 
richest race, on July 12. 

“He lost about $150,000 in close de- 
cisions last year by having his head in 
the air at the wire,” Burns said. “This 
time he finished with his head down low, 
out straight, and won by a nose.” 

The 15-hand, 900-pound Eddie Schmidt 
was next to last around the first turn, 
but Maese saved ground in the back- 
stretch and hugged the rail while moving 
up on the far turn. Mid-way of the 
turn, Social Climber made his bid, and he 
drew even with How Now as they passed 
the quarter-pole and entered the home- 
stretch. Coming off the turn, Eddie 
Schmidt went to the middle of the track 
for racing room, and began cutting down 
the margin of the leaders. At the furlong- 
pole he drew up on even terms with them, 
just as Social Climber began weakening. 

For a sixteenth they raced head-and- 
head. with How Now on the rail, Social 
Climber in the middle, and Eddie Schmidt 
on the outside. At the sixteenth-pole 
Social Climber dropped back suddenly, 
and Eddie Schmidt outgamed How Now 
to win by a nose. Two weeks earlier, How 
Now had dropped a decision to Round 
Table by the same margin. 

Porterhouse, after trailing in last place 
most of the way, finished fourth. The 
disappointment of the race was *Seaneen, 
oily horse to conquer Round Table this 
year. After racing wide on the first turn 
and down the _ backstretch, *Seaneen 
weakened badly, and finished sixth, beat- 
en some 12 lengths.

At the 1947 Keeneland summer sales Olin Gen- 
try, acting as agent for Mr. and Mrs. Daniel F. 
Rice’s Danada Farm, bought a half-sister to the 
speedy Littletown for $9,000. The filly, Wild 
Ecstasy, never got to the races. Her first 2 foals 
were Concert Hall and Wee Bonnie, both durable 
runners of fair class. The third, born at Danada 
Farm, Lexington, on April 27, 1955, was Judge, 
which last year won only a maiden race and was 
unplaced in the Washington Park and Belmont 
Futurities, but showed extreme speed when beaten 
inches by Terra Firma and Strong Ruler at Wash- 
ington Park. He received 110 pounds in the Ex- 
perimental Free Handicap. 

This year Judge was beaten soundly in the Ba- 
hamas and Hutcheson Stakes in Florida, but he ran 
well in 2 overnight races at Belmont Park, beating 
Louis d’Or and Whitley on May 16 and Turpi- 
tude on June 6. He was second choice at 3.40-1 
in the Shevlin Stakes. The entry of Jester and 
Pundit was an overwhelming choice at 3-5. 

Well off Fleet Feet’s pace for a_ half-mile, 
Judge slipped through along the rail entering the 
stretch, caught Fleet Feet at the eighth-pole, and 
drew out to score by 1% lengths. Jester and 
Pundit ran poorly, finishing sixth and seventh in 
the 8-horse field. 


Judge is the first stakes winner this year for 
Errard, which stands at Darby Dan Farm, Lex- 


ington. Wild Ecstasy, barren this year, has been 
bred to Pet Bully.

The late Hyman Friedberg, Louisville tobacco 
manufacturer who bred horses at Friedacres Farm, 
Buechel, Ky., had fair success with the get of a 
stallion named Bolo, by Busy American. Two of 
the best and soundest runners by Bolo were Bolo 
Tie and Gertie’s Last, both out of Little Gertie, a 
mare named for Friedberg’s wife Gertrude.

Bella Paola's Defeat 


Paris. The Prix du Jockey Club of 1958, 
run June 15 at Chantilly for a prize of 
25.524.350 francs to the winner, attracted 
unusual interest because of the fact that 
it was the first time since 1929 that a 
filly had attempted to win the French 
Derby. Eight fillies had won the classic 
between 1837 and 1874, the last among 
them being Saltarelle, and 16 others had 
tried and failed between 1875 and 1929. 

Francois Dupre’s Franco-German filly 
Bella Paola (Ticino—Rhea II, by Gundo- 
mar). winner of the Grand Criterium at 
2 and of the English One Thousand 
Guineas and Oaks at 3, was a 9-to-4 fa- 
vorite over 16 colts in the 11%-mile Prix 
du Jockey Club. Second choice was Tello 
(Mat de Cocagne—Vatellora, by Vatel- 
lor), winner of his only 2 races, including 
the 17.-mile Prix de Esperance, and third 
choice, at 7 to 1, was the Prix Hocquart 
winner San Roman (Vieux Manoir—Blina, 
by Maravedis). 

The going was quite good, the weather 
was sunny, and a big crowd went to the 
Chantilly course. The front-running Lau- 
nay took the lead, followed by the Poule 
d’Essai winner Pres du Feu. Wallaby. New 
Major, Yoggi, Malefaim, and Pepin le 
Bref. Bella Paola was near the leaders 
until about half-way. where she fell back 
without apparent reason. Launay disap- 
peared at the entrance to the straight, 
leaving Pres du Feu in the lead, closely 
attended by Pepin le Bref, San Roman, 
Wallaby, and Tamanar. Bella Paola made 
too wide a turn, but was gaining. 

Tamanar soon emerged from the pack 
and went on to victory, challenged only by 
Bella Paola. The filly made a powerful 
run, but ceased gaining in the final strides, 
and was beaten three-quarters of a length. 
Third, 2 lengths away, was Jean Stern’s 
Pepin le Bref (Sicambre—Mademoiselle 
Paganini, by Loliondo), less than a length 
ahead of San Roman and Wallaby. Time 
for the 2.400 meters was 2:3444. 

Bella Paola’s reputation suffered little. 
Even jockey Serge Boullenger admitted 
that she had not been ridden well. After 
an excessive waiting period and loss of 
ground on the turn, she was asked to 
make an exhausting effort in the stretch, 
when the pace was fastest. 

Tamanar is the property of the Spanish 
owner R. Beamonte, who won the 1956 
Royal Oak (French St. Leger) with Ara- 
bian. It was the first Prix du Jockey Club 
victory for champion jockey J. Deforge 
and trainer John Cunnington. 

Second at a mile in his only race at 2, 
Tamanar this year was unplaced the first 
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time out, then won twice at 1,3; miles in 
May. In his last start before the Prix du 
Jockey Club he was beaten half a length 
by New Major over 1 7/16 miles at Le 
Tremblay. He was an outsider in the 
classic, at 281% to 1.

His best winners 
include Sica Boy. winner of the Prix 
Lupin, Prix Royal Oak. and Prix de l’Are 
de Triomphe, and the 1954 Oaks winner 
Sun Cap. 

Tresa, the dam, was bred in Italy. where 
she won once and placed 5 times in 6 
starts as a 2-year-old in 1948; the one 
victory was in a selling race, and she was 
bought for 1,035.000 lire by the French 
breeder Vicomte Guy de la Grandiere. 
Still in Italy at 3, she won twice and 
placed 5 times in 8 starts, all at 5 to 614 
furlongs. Bought by M. Robert Forget. 
she produced 4 successive foals by Sunny 
Boy. The first 3 were Solcion, the filly La 
Belle Ferroniere. and Pirandello, all win- 
ners. Pirandello’s victories including the 
Prix Henry Delamarre at 1°, miles. 

Turletta (Sir Archibald — Theotoco- 
pula), the third dam, also produced Tem- 
pesta, dam of the 1944 Derby Italiano 
winner Torbido. She goes back to the 
great mare Sceptre, winner of the Two 
Thousand Guineas, One Thousand Guineas, 
Oaks, and St. Leger.

' Carleton Palmer, retired New York 
business man, won the 2-mile Ascot Gold 
Vase with his first Ascot runner, the 3- 
year-old colt Even Money (Krakatao—

Chesham Stakes was Gail Prince, a prom- 
ising colt from the first crop of foals by 
Hill Gail.

A Remarkable Wiggle 


Sypney. After K. D. Godby had paid 
360 guineas for a filly by Rego at last 
year’s yearling sales he was hard pressed 
to find a suitable name for the brown 
baby. He and his wife, who had fallen 
in love with their cheap purchase. watched 
her walking about the place. Suddenly 
Mrs. Godby found the right name. 

They were standing behind the filly, 
and as she walked away from them Mrs. 
Godby said: “Look at her. She walks with 
a wiggle, just like Marilyn Monroe. We'll 
her Wiggle.” 

The filly is one of the fastest wigglers 
seen in Australia for years, with 6 wins 
from 8 runs, climaxed with a remarkable 
victory in the £10,000 Stradbroke Handi- 
cap. 7 furlongs. It was many years since a 
2-year-old had won this rich race, and she 
was the first filly of that age to score since 
Sweetheart won the Stradbroke back in 
1899. 

Wiggle spread-eagled a top-class field 
of sprinters from other states of Australia 
and from New Zealand, whose represent- 
ative, the mare Yahabeebe, went out fa- 
vorite at 9 to 2. Grenoble, the Doncaster 
Handicap winner; Gold Stakes, a brilliant 
Sydney 3-year-old; Cherete, South Aus- 
tralia’s top-class filly; and several of 
Queensland’s swiftest animals were in the 
lineup, but it was the baby of the field 
that took the honors easily, after a short- 
lived battle with the favorite in the home- 
stretch. 

Wiggle won by 21% lengths from 
Yahabeebe, with Duchesne and Griffite 
dead-heating for third place, 114 lengths 
farther back. As the track was dead. the 
time, 1:2445, was good. The winner was 
12 to 1. 

Jockey W. Camer, who rode Wiggle 
(103), said the result was never in doubt. 
The filly was always travelling easily, and 
her display of speed, stamina and courage 
was something to remember. Yahabeebe, 
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a 4-year-old mare by Mid-day Sun out of 
Grilse. carried 126; Duchesne had 114, 
and Griffite 103. 

Grenoble and Gold Stakes were close 
to the place-getters. The former found the 
distance too short; the latter found it

After every big race in Australia it is 
reported that American buyers are inter- 
ested in the winner—indeed these stories 
have become monotonous—but in the case 
of Wiggle the owner hopes to sell or lease 
her for racing in the United States later 
on. Although she won the Stradbroke as 
a 2-year-old, it must not be overlooked 
that she will be 3 on August 1. She looks 
more like a 4-year-old. 


Timor and Man of Iron 


The £10,000 Brisbane Cup, 2 miles, 
went to 6-year-old Timor (Near Way-— 
Ennyeye). winner of last year’s Epsom 
Handicap at Randwick. Like the 1957 
winner of the race, Cambridge, Timor’s 
success was a boilover. Like Cambridge, 
he started at 40 to 1, and Timor was able 
to win because the jockeys of the most 
fancied stayers made the same mistake as 
had been made in Cambridge’s year— 
they stayed too far behind the leaders 
until it was too late to make up the lee- 
way. 

Timor was a runner 2 days earlier in 
the 7-furlong Stradbroke, and it was sur- 
prising to most race-goers that he was 
asked to tackle the 2-milers at a distance 
foreign to him. 

It was not surprising that when Timor 
reached the winning post the first time 
round he dropped the bit and wanted to 
stop. Actually, that contributed to his 
eventual success; the rider, Treen, from 
Western Australia, stated later that he 
was able to give Timor a breather. He 
gave him more breathers during the trip 
and was able to go to the front at the 
home turn. 

Baystone, 108 pounds, against Timor’s 
116, and Caranna (126) passed him in the 
straight. but Treen got to work and gave 
Timor the lot, plying the persuader with 
great dexterity. Timor’s gameness won 
the battle. 

Time for the 2 miles was 3:20.9. Behind 
the place-getters were Macdougal (third 
in the race last year), Book Link (QTC 


- Leger winner in 1957), Baron Boissier, 


Mon Frere (winner of this year’s Queens- 


land Leger), Arson, The Boom, and 
Sombrero (second to Cambridge last 
year). 


Man of Iron, son of Flying Missel, had 


a stylish win in the Sires’ Produce Stakes 
on Cup day. and is now to be put aside 
before beginning his Derby preparation, 
He defeated Repatriate by a long head, 
with New Venn a length further back, 
There were 8 runners, and the time for 
the 7 furlongs was 1:25. 


End of the Jackpots 


The Australian Jockey Club and Sydney 
Turf Club, in the expectation of drawing 
more people to the race courses, last 
December introduced jackpot totalizator 
betting for a trial period of 6 months, A 
joint announcement from the 2 clubs has 
just been issued. stating that the objec- 
tives have not been achieved and _ that, 
from the meeting to be held on June 28, 
jackpot betting is to be discontinued. 

In the 30 meetings through June 7 at-. 
tendance dropped by 45,400, while the 
over-all investments through the machine 
increased. coincidentally, by the same 
figure, £45,400. With attendance off to 
the extent of about 1,500 persons a meet- 
ing. and with extra expenses for the tote 
operation, the experiment reduced the 
clubs’ revenue. 

The jackpot favored big bettors at the 
expense of the punters. Harry Martin, a 
broker, has won more than £40,000 by 
putting up the huge sums required to make 
numerous combinations in an effort to pick 
the 5 winners. A widow who has netted 
more than £10,000 from the jackpot tote 
advocates its abolition because it favors 
the player willing to invest 2 or 3 thousand 
pounds and encourages others to speculate 
too freely with money they cannot afford 
to lose. 


The first jackpot meeting held after the 
announcement attracted a gross investment 
of more than £100,000, and with the 
carry-over of £29,480 the net pool was 
£93,134. Five winning tickets were worth 
£18,626 each. H. Martin’s share was 
£4,000. Two days later the only winner 
was a young woman. She took home a 
cheque for £14,447. Her final choice was 
Gregory John, a 20-to-1 chance. She chose 
him because she liked his name.

Two 
weeks later, carrying 141, he won the Meguro Memorial Stakes on a fast track 
in 2:4545. On November 23 he won the 2-mile Emperor’s Cup at Tokyo in 3:29%5 
on fast footing, with 128 up. As a 3-year-old on September 22, 1956, he had 
won a 9-furlong race at Tokyo on slow footing in 1:55, with 132 up.

Tsukikawa, 
by *Sir Gallahad III. 

Tsukitomo was unraced, but sired 3 win- 
ners of the Japanese Derby, Kaiso in 1944, 
Maharu-O in 1948. and Ohtokitsu in 1955. 
His half-sister Hisatomo (by Tournesol) 
won the Derby in 1937. 

Tsukishiro was favorite for the 1935 
Derby, but was unplaced. Her half- 
brother Kumohata won the classic in 1939, 
and later led the sire list several times. 
Tsukishiro was an excellent producer, and 
her name is seen in the pedigree of the 
1958 One Thousand Guineas winner and 
of *Hakuchikara. 

Namikawa, daughter of Secure, pro- 
duced the 1951 One Thousand Guineas 
winner. by Tsukitomo. 

Valiant Lady’s  great-granddaughter

At the request of Walter M. Jeffords, 
president of the National Museum of 
Racing at Saratoga, Kent Hollingsworth 
has prepared brief biographies of the 
men whose portraits hang in a gallery 
dedicated to “patrons of the Turf.” Hol- 
lingsworth, a former member of the staff 
of The Blood-Horse, now is a Turf writer 
for the Lexington Leader. Other portraits 
in the series will be reproduced from 
time to time. 


Francis Morris was the first to intro- 
duce steam ginning for paper making; 
he co-operated with Samuel Morse in es- 
tablishing the first telegraph line between 
Washington and Baltimore; he was as- 
sociated with Richard Ten Broeck in send- 
ing America’s first horses abroad to chal- 
lenge the English Thoroughbred; and he 
was a founder of Jerome Park, where 
New York racing was revived after the 
Civil War. 

Born in England in 1810, a grandson of 
John Morris who served as chaplain and 
secretary to the fourth Duke of Bedford, 
Francis Morris came to America in 1820. 
His father, William P. Morris, purchased 
an estate at Throg’s Neck, in Westchester 
County, N. Y. Francis became a man of 
great activity, enterprise, and wealth who 
for some years was identified with the 
line of steamers which carried mail from 
New York to San Francisco. He was presi- 
dent of the Central American Transit 
Line and the American Telegraph Com- 
pany. When the latter was merged with 
Western Union, he became treasurer of 
the new company. 

Morris had an Englishman’s love of fine 
horses, and in 1856 he financed Ten 
Broeck’s foreign invasion with Prioress 
Lecomte, Pryor, and Babylon. While 
abroad, Ten Broeck sent back 2 notable 
horses, *Eclipse and *Barbarity. *Eclipse 
of course, is noted as the founder of 
America’s great sire line of speed, which 
descends through his son Alarm, to Him- 
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FRANCIS 


yar, to Domino and thence into pedigrees 
of some 75 per cent of today’s stakes win- 
ners. But it was *Eclipse’s matings with 
*Barbarity that produced his greatest fame 
for from these came the “Barbarous Bat- 
talion.” first Ruthless, then Relentless, 
then Remorseless and finally Regardless, 
full sisters which carried the all-scarlet 
Morris silks to the fore. These colors 
have been in continuous use, by Francis’ 
son John, founder of Morris Park, by his 
son Alfred, oldest charter member of the 
Jockey Club, and by his son John, past 
president of Jamaica and the Thorough- 
bred Racing Associations. 

Francis Morris was a steward at the 
1857 spring meeting on the Long Lsland 
Fashion Course when John Hunter’s Nich- 
olas the First beat Lizzie McDonald. Prior 
to the war, he campaigned a small stable 
trained by W. E. Ellis which incuded 
Throg’s Neck, Westchester, Slasher, Ava- 
lanch, and Prophet, which Morris always 
held to be the best horse he ever owned. 
Prophet. by Monarch—Cassandra, swept 
the boards at the 1860 spring meeting in 
New York. 

After the war. his Monday and Ruthless 
had New York racing at their mercy. 
Menday. by Colton—Mollie Jackson, 
started 7 times, winning 5, and was beaten 
only by Ruthless. He defeated Ruthless 
in the Trial Stakes and the Jersey Derby 
but finished behind her in the Nursery 
and inaugural Belmont Stakes. Monday 
later was bred to Ruthless and got Battle 


Morris (1810-1886) 


Axe, winner of the Kentucky Stakes, and 
then was shipped to California where he 
became a prominent sire. Ruthless, re- 
garded as one of America’s great race 
mares, started 11 times, won 7, and was 4 
times second. Her victories included the 
Saratoga, Nursery, Spring, Belmont, Trav- 
ers, and Sequel Stakes, the latter a 2- 
mile: event in which she gave weight and 
a beating to the celebrated Virgil. 

Relentless raced only once, winning 
the Saratoga Stakes as a 2-year-old and 
defeating Gen. Duke, which was to capture 
the Belmont the next year. She, like Re- 
morseless, was rated as the best of her 
year by Walter Vosburgh. Remorseless 
started 1] times and won 6, 5 in a row 
as a 2-year-old; she won the Jerome at 3. 
Regardless started 7 times and won the 
Flash, Monmouth Park, and Alabama 
Stakes. Other prominent racers from 
Throg’s Neck included Felicity, Cavalier, 
Long Branch. Sweet Lips, Merciless, St. 
Patrick, Faithless, Fanny Ludlow, Plevna, 
Kitty J.. Avenger, and Priam, the last to 
run for Francis Morris. 

After Morris’ death in 1886, the Spirit 
of the Times said, “The demise of this 
gentleman is a source of unfeigned regret, 
more particularly to the more elevated 
class of turfmen, with whom his name was 
a synonym of all that is characteristic of 
that portion of our turfites who regard 
racing as a high-toned sport rather than 
as a medium of gain.”

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OBITUARY 


Herbert Bayard Swope 


Herbert Bayard Swope. whose influence 
fell upon racing as it did on many other 
aspects of American life, died June 20 in 
Doctors Hospital in New York, of post- 
operative pneumonia. He had entered the 
hospital on June 12 and had submitted to 
surgery for an intestinal ailment on the 
16th. With him were his wife, Mrs. 
Margaret Honeywell Powell Swope; his 
daughter, Mrs. Robert Brandt; and _ his 
son, Herbert Bayard Swope Jr., an execu- 
tive of the Twentieth Century-Fox Film 
Corporation in Los Angeles. 

Mr. Swope was born in St. Louis on 
January 5, 1882, and there were few dull 
moments in his 76 years of life. A prodigy 
from the beginning, he was a reporter 
for the St. Louis Post-Dispatch, the Chi- 
cago Tribune, and the New York Herald 
before joining the staff of the World in 
1909. As reporter and executive editor 
for that paper over a 20-year period, he 
gained distinction as a great newspaper- 
man. He was also a great reader, a great 
talker, and a great croquet player. Stanley 
Walker once described him: 


“He is as easy to ignore as a cyclone. 
His gift of gab is a torrential and terrify- 
ing thing. He is probably the most charm- 
ing extrovert in the Western world. His 
brain is crammed with a million oddments 
of information, and only a dolt would make 
a bet with him on an issue concerning 
facts.” 

When Mr. Swope left the World in 
1929, he became a “policy consultant” and 
his clients included numerous men of 
wealth. Because of his charm, his insight, 
and a mind that approached the speed 
of automation, he probably knew more of 
the high and the mighty in politics, busi- 
ness, and sport than any other man of his 
generation. 


Aside from the croquet matches at his 
Keewaydin estate at Sands Point, Long 
Island, Mr. Swope’s principal sporting 
interest was in horse racing. He owned 
a few runners, from which he had no 
large measure of success. In 1934, when 
pari-mutuel betting was legalized in New 
York, he was appointed by Gov. Herbert 
H. Lehman to the first racing commission 
in that state, and he was member and 
chairman of the commission until his 
resignation in December, 1944. Later he 
was chairman of the board at Tropical 
Park. He made frequent statements in 


favor of off-course betting linked to the- 


mutuel pools at the race tracks. 

When the Turf Committee of America 
was organized at Chicago in 1942, Mr. 
Swope was made chairman. Through this 
organization, forerunner of the Thorough- 
bred Racing Associations of the United

States, about $17,000.000 was raised for 
war relief. 


Jack Westrope 


Jack Westrope, who led American jock- 
eys in 1933 at the age of 15 and who had 
ridden 2,467 winners in the last 25 years, 
died at La Centinela Hospital, Inglewood, 
Calif.. on June 20, of injuries received 
a few hours earlier when Well Away, his 
mount in the Hollywood Oaks, became 
unmanageable after getting the lead and 
threw him violently against the rail. 

Mr. Westrope was born January 18, 
1918, at Baker, Mont. He began riding 
at bush tracks in South Dakota at the 
age of 12, and piloted his first winner 
at a recognized track on January 25, 1933. 
at Havana. He rode 301 winners that year. 


Although he never again approached 
his 1933 record, Westrope continued a 
successful rider. For the last 10 years 
he had ridden mostly on the West Coast, 
and at the time of his death his home 
was in San Francisco. 

Among the important races he had won 
were the Santa Anita Derby with Stage- 
hand, the San Juan Capistrano Handicap 
with Cravat, the Gallant Fox and Massa- 
chusetts Handicaps with *Royal Vale, the 
Hollywood Gold Cup with Big Pebble, 
the Westerner Stakes with Honeymoon, 
Shining One, and Valquest, the Santa 
Anita Maturity with Flashco, the Sunset 
Handicap with Lights Up. 

Survivors include his wife, Mrs. Terry 
Westrope; his mother and father, Mr. and 
Mrs. W. T. Westrope; and 4 daughters, 
Pam, 14, Jan, 13, Jackie, 2, and Jill, 3 
months. Actress Nan Grey, Westrope’s 
first wife, is the mother of the 2 older 
daughters; the jockey had remarried 
about 3 years ago. 


Harry Reid Jr. 


Harry Reid Jr., 44, original promoter 
of the new Latonia race track still unbuilt 
in northern Kentucky, died at St. Joseph 
Hospital, Lexington, on June 19. 

A son of Harry Reid Sr., first president 
of the Kentucky Utilities Company, Mr. 
Reid was born in Lexington, but grew 
up in New York City. He attended Rox- 
bury Academy in Connecticut and Cornell 
University, then was associated with an 
insurance firm in New York. In 1942 
he moved to Indianapolis, where he oper- 
ated an advertising agency for 11 years. 

In 1954 he returned to Lexington, and 
the following year he organized a cor- 
poration for the construction of Latonia. 
He later withdrew from the corporation. 
He also organized the company which 
built Kentucky Raceway, a half-mile track 


at Florence, Ky., used for trotting races 
in 1956 and Thoroughbred racing in 1957, 

Mr. Reid had owned a few Thorough. 
bred horses since 1943. 

Survivors include his father; his wife, 
Mrs. Margaret Farrar Reid; a son, 
Geoffrey Reid; and a sister, Miss Mar. 
garet Reid.
